Wi1y are the Pentecostaillst 
churches thriving? Some people say 
it is because they specialize in 


pepular music and are not afraid 


to let their hair down. The wor- 
shippers feel at home because they 
can forget to be respectable and 
just enjoy themselves. 

There are many ways of explain- 
ing why the popular “sects” grow 
and thrive all over the world; but 
no explanation is good enough | if 
it leaves out their stress on the 
Holy Spirit and the coming of the 
Spirit on the assembled disciples. 
Pentecostalists are dynamic, mis- 
sionaries. A real Christian is identi- 


fiable partly by his joy, controlled. 


excitement and misionary concern, 
Since Pentecost every Christian is 
called to be a ‘“Pentecostalist.” 

‘What happened at Pentecost? 
Fifty days after the Easter appear- 
ance of Christ an international 
group of followers Jesus ‘met in 
Jerusalem. They were in low spirits; 
they had ben waiting round for 
something to turn up. It did. 

As they sat together and prayed 
God came among them. Describing 
it afterwards they spoke of wind 
and fire and the power of speech. 
They were like Elijah, who had run 
away from his responsibilities into 
the desert. God had come to him 
like a gale that broke up the boul- 
ers, like a fire that burned out 
what was useless. like a “still small 
voice” that gave him power to speak 
to his contemporaries and yet re- 
main calm within, 

All this happened again in the 
Jerusalem episode. God the Spirit, 
Who visits man and gives him un- 
canny strength through all the Old 
Testament story, came in Jerusalem 
to the first followers of Jesus 
Christ. They had been either good, 
solid, church-going Jews or polite 
inquiring foreigners who wanted to 
know more about the Jewish 
religion and the Law of Moses. 

The whole group, those who took 
the God of Abraham as a naturally 
available and favorable aid to liv- 
ing, and the others, who thought 
of this of the Jews as inviting them 
to become Jews themselves, sud- 
denly met God direct. God came to 
them and gave them the possibility 
of understanding other men, speak- 
ing other languages and becoming 
articulate prophets like Elijah. The 
whole crowd, mostly lay Christian, 
suddenly recognized that the Spirit 
of God was alive in their local con- 
gregation and that things were 
going to happen as they had never 
happened before.

of witnesses. 

What is a witness? He is a man 
who says, “I saw this happen.” The 
early disciples said: “Christ was 
murdered by our hostility to God.

Christ was dead, but He-is Risen 
and has come to us, the guilty peo- 
ple, to say that we are forgiven 
and that we must give all we have 
and are to serve Him.

Frail First 
Grader Is Found 
In Canyon 


Survives Bitter Cold After 
Becoming Lost 

Grand Junction, Colo., April 12— 
(AP) —A T7-year-old handicapped 
boy with a prayer on his lips was 
found Sunday perched high on a 
huge rock after spending the night 
in bitter cold and rugged Unaweep 
Canyon. 

The boy, Sammy Jennings, had 
wandered away from a family pic- 
nic Saturday afternoon. He was 
found about five miles from the 
picnic site. 

The frail first grader is blind in 
one eye, is in poor health and has 
a speech impediment. 

Sammy was none the worse for 
his night in the deep canyon, where 
the mercury dipped below freezing 
and the terrain is a mass of rocks 
and trees. 

A physician examined the boy 
and said Sammy was in good con- 
dition except for minor scratches 
and bruises. The boy was released 
after examination. 

Asked how he occupied his time 
during the long night, 
mumbled: 

“I prayed to Jesus all night long. 
I was too scared to go to sleep, and 
I got awful hungry. I just prayed 
and prayed...” — 

More than 100 persons searched 
the vast canyon all during the 
night for the boy who was lightly 
dressed. The search was centered 
in a bowl-shaped area between 
state Highway 141 and the Gunni- 
son River to the east.
